VTVM versus 10 megohm VOM 


They are the same. In most of the old VOMs the impedance 
varied according to range, and was specified in 

ohms per volt. 20,000 ohms per volt was common, but 

some were as low as 1000 ohms per volt. 

For the 100 volt scale, the impedance would be 

(for a 20,000 ohms per volt) 2,000,000 ohms. For a lower 
range, say 5 volts, the impedance would be 100,000 ohms. 
This would severly load high impedance low voltage circuits 
like the AVC circuit. 

The VTVM was usually specified as fixed at 10 megohms 
for all ranges. This would make it suitable for high 
impedance low voltage circuits where it,s high impedance 
of 10 megohms versus the 100,000 ohms of the VOM would 
not load low voltage high impedance circuits. 

You say your multimeter has a 10 megohm impedance. I 
presume this is a fixed 10 megohms for all ranges. This 
multimeter would act just like the VTVM. It probably uses 
FETS in place of vacuum tubes.

Maybe we should cover some of the problems we all have in buying/selling on 
BA. We all want to be fair and some just do not get a reply back thru the 
system fast enough. K40AH responded in 30 minutes to a post for an S meter 
for the S-85 and similiar series hallicrafters and did not get it. I have 
responded to 25 or 30 sells with 3 buys to show for it over the past 4 months. 


The recent discussion was to make the system fair for all not just those who 
are always near their computer or have fast access. The answer seemed to be 
try any way (the seller wants) to be fair. This could be the status quo 
(sell to first answer), pick out a response over several days, or set a low 
price and ask those to bid with the highest bidder getting the goods on the 
day selected. I have used all three and find that picking a response or 
highest bid auction are by far the fairest. Most of us know the value of 
the goods so we don't set a high price...I know I set a low price and hope I 
get a few $$ more. 


We also seemed to come to the consensus that the seller could sell to who 
they wanted and that you did not have to bid or reply. 


As far as books go..this is often a prized sale. That R-388 manual I sold 
recently had several dozen replies. 


I would think if you don't like a technique then just skip it and go on to 
the next message.

For what it's worth, I struggled with whether firm vs. best offer pricing was 
the way to go myself. A few weeks ago, I posted the following message: 


I have struggled with the advantages and disadvantages of firm vs. best offer 
pricing methods when offering items for sale. I have come to the conclusion 
that best offer pricing is the preferred way to go. When offering an item at 
a fixed price, I have always had multiple offers to buy causing me to worry 
about who was really first to respond. Also, I am not sure that those who are 
on line all day should necessarily get everything. Another benefit is that with 
best offer sales, the prospective buyer has the time to ask questions about the 
item. Most importantly, when I have offered items for sale at best offer, 

I have been pleasantly surprised that the high offer has yet to be out of line. 
I was concerned that there might be people with more money than sense on the 
list, but from what I have seen, this is not the case. 


I would like to hear, by direct e-mail, what you folks think and I'll summarize 
the results and post it to the list. 
I AM NO LONGER SOLICITING RESPONSES. 


Results of my survey: 


6 Agreed 

1 Agreed, but not for books or other common items 

1 Did not care 

No one responded that they were against best offer pricing

What does this go to? It doesn't work with the Matchbox. 


There were two different types of couplers. One was for the typical 
SWR bridge use, like those matchboxes that have the built-in meters. 
This coupler would be inserted in the coax line and take the full 
transmitter power. The other type of coupler, which you may have, 
was NOT intended to be put in the transmit line but use a low power 
signal source to excite it. 


Those of you with the Matchboxes without the coupler can certainly 
build one - nothing magic about it. Same basic circuit as Heath and 
many others use - see a ARRL handbook. I built a bridge coupler by 
inserting a couple insulated wires under the shield of a 6 inch length 
of RG-8 coax. Diodes and resistors on each end of the wires and you 
have a simple coupler.

Greetings. 

One of my (too many) projects here involves the use of UV erasable EPROMS, 
and I have need of an eraser. The most cost effective approach seems to be to 
build one. 

I came into a pretty good stock of UV lamps that should fill the bill, now 
and forever. The socket required is an easy to get one (a standard porcelain 


lamp socket), and everything's cool, except for one thing. 


I don't know the first thing about how to power arc lamps, and I can't find 
anything in my library on the subject. 


I know that it involves a ballast of some sort, and that's it. 


The NOS lamps I have are General Electric type H85A3/UV. No other 
information available. 


Anybody here know how to run one of these crittere from 115 VAC? 


More questions; the UV warning labels on them say that ordinary window glass 


is adequate shielding for eye protection, and regular clothing is adequate skin 
protection. If window glass will stop it, is this thing even generating enough 
UV to erase EPROMS efficiently? 


Having never worked with arc lamps, I don't know what heat generation from 
them is like. Running one of these in a small, enclosed box (maybe .5 CU FT 
maximum volume) to contain the EPROMS and stray UV, is a cooling blower gonna be 
needed? 


Will lining the box lid with aluminum foil (to reflect UV from the back of 
the lamp) make erasing more efficient? 


In my search for a UV source, I also encountered a clear, 15 watt size 
flourecent-type tube labeled GE GERMICIDAL LAMP. The caution label warns that 
"THIS LAMP IS A POWERFUL RADIATOR OF ULTRAVIOLET. NEVER EXPOSE THE EYES OR FACE 
TO IT'S DIRECT RAYS". 


With a buildup like that, I'd say it could possibly do the job! It would 
certainly be simple to use this thing in a normal flourescent fixture. The only 
problem is that it's ancient, and I doubt that a replacement would be available 
anywhere when it goes sour. Any comments?

Dear BA Gang, 


Last week I had solicited advice on a loading problem with a Marconi PV500 
transmitter. The test set up was as follows: 


PV500--->RG18 coax---->Base Insulator-->Lamp Load 
(50 ohms) (144 ohms hot) 


With this configuration, the transmitter blew the line fuse. From the advice 
that I received, the consensus was to megger the coax and if that wasn't 
faulty to await the installation of the whip. Yesterday, I attached a megger 
to the coax and cranked the handle for several long sessions. Absolutely no 
leakage whatsoever. I'm at a loss to explain why the transmitter works fine 
when the lamp load is attached directly to the transmitter. Probably have a 
serious mismatch between the coax and the lamp load which could be 
overloading the final RF stages. Since this fuse blowing is becoming 
expensive, I will await the erection of the whip and will announce the 
results.

If you're looking for a replacement for 1 or 2 watt Carbon Comps, 

check out metal OXIDE parts from Stackpole/SEI or 

KOA. While the film parts (carbon, and metal) are formed by a thin layer of 
a resistive element over a ceramic core, then trimmed to value with a small 
groove cut into it, the metal oxide parts are similar in construction to CC 
parts. The entire cross section of the resistor body is the resistive 
element, leading to 

low inductance, and high surge capacity, and a lower current density than 
the film parts. I've tested 1W parts at work with 10 watts being dissapated, 
and while they glowed red, they did NOT burn up, or appreciably change 
value even with a 10x steady state overload. 


Dump those crummy old C. Comp parts and try some of the metal oxide 
devices if you need low inductance, high surge performance. As KM6NK points 
out, carbon comp parts are pretty lousy devices!

Hi Mike! 

These caps are like the ones we use in the Geophysical field at sea when 
we want to make a large "noise" in the water. We have a large bank of 
capacitors, like your described, only ours are 14" tall and 5" by 5" square. 
Lots of Joules for discharging. And discharging quickly is the name of the 
game. 

In geophysics, to make noise we use a water gun, an air gun or a sparker. 
Each has its own frequency range or Pulse output. Water gun being the best and 
lowest frequency for penetration into the ocean bottom sediment, air gun a 
little higher in freq and the sparker the highest freq. The higher frequency 
allows us to just map a cross section of the upper 50 feet of sediment and look 
at its layers while the Water gun pulse will penetrate up to a few hundred 
meters in some material. I digressed a little. The sparker cable, about 2" in 
diameter from the cap bank is connected to an array that is tower aft of the 
ship and consists of a pair or more of sparker element separated about 12 inches 
apart. When the sparker circuit is activated, the cap bank discharges across 
the 2 electrodes under water and causes a VERY LOUD SPARK under water. It can 
be heard anywhere on board. At night the fireball at the electrodes is about 
the size of a basketball and lights up the ocean for quite a ways. I don't 
think anything within 50 miles will miss us underwater. 

The long and short of it is that they are designed to discharge 
"immediately" and are VERY expensive. 

(Hhmmmmm...I wonder what the University has done with all its cap banks. 
They haven't used the system for about 5 years. I think I'll check.)

Not sure exactly what you mean by multimeter unless it's 
one of the modern digital wonders. 


Back in the good ole days of tubes, (when it was walking 5 miles 
to school, uphill both ways :), there were two kinds of voltmeters. 
VOM's Volt-Ohm-Milliampere meters, and VTVM's, Vaccum Tube VoltMeters. 


The VOM's when measuring voltage, were a amp-meter, usually 50 micro-amp 
for full scale deflection, so they had a loading effect on the measured 
circuit expressed as so many ohms per volt. A 50 uA meter on 

a 1 volt scale would have a 20 Kohm resistor in series with it; 

on the 10 V scale, would have a 200 K ohm resistor, etc. This was 
described as a 20 K-ohms per volt meter. When measuring grid voltages 
their low resistance would usually load down the circuit and give 

wrong readings. 


The VTVM's had a fixed string of resistors arranged as a voltage 
divider, so were a constant 11 Meg ohm imput resistance, regardless 
of which range they were set to. 


Modern digital multimeters have high resistance input circuits 
and solid state amplifiers.

Greetings all, 


I am looking for a power transformer to go in the 183D here. The 
183D had a replacement power tranformer when I bought it two years ago. 
The radio works ok but the DC voltage off the 5U4 is about 120 volts higher 
than what it should be. All the B+ and B- voltages are much too high and 
performance of the radio is noticed. (kinda reminds me of the plate voltage 
debate on the 392; 28 vs 35 volts, how about jacking the 392 to 128 volts! 
That's the problem here, the set buckles) It runs too hot and not all of the 
functions work properly (or not at all), besides an original tranformer 
would look better when you "lift the hood" on this old horse. In the 
meantime I am replacing the tranformer with a mil spec oil filled tranformer 
with a center tap of about 330 volts which should be more in line.
